Although nursing is the oldest of the health professions and its 
practitioners the most numerous of the health workers, the development 
of nursing research has lagged far behind that in most other fields. 
Only in recent years has there been ait organized effort to develop and 
adapt the discoveries of modern science for use in nursing. Before 
1948, only a few sporadic studies are on record. In that year, the Puhlie 
Health Service began its intramural program of nursing research. 
Soon after, the American Nurses 1 Association started work that culmi- 
Lnated in establishment of its research affiliate^-the American Nurses 1 
Foundation. At about the same time, several other privately endowed 
foundations undertook support of selected areas of investigation in 
nursing, # 7 " 

In 1955 nursing for th$ first time in its long history (received Federal 
Government-supported grants for extramural research. In the years 
that followed the launching of this Public Health Service program, 
research in nursing was undertaken by institutions throughout the 
country, with a consequent broadening of the areas being studied, and 
emergence of greater maturity in both projects and techniques.
